CONVERSION OF ROMAN CATHOLICS. 
[The following remarks were made at the late 
anniversary of the Foreign Evangelical Society, 
by Rev. Dr. Morrts, of Baltimore. ] 


He asked what the church was doing to con- 
vert Catholics? How many of us, said he, are 
preaching on the subject? I live in the Rome of 
America ; the seat of the Archbishop, where Po- 
pery has a more thorough ascendancy, and puts 
on a more imposing aspect, than anywhere else ; 
and there,I know there are ministers of the gospel 
who do not only not preach upon the subject, but 
who are afraid to do so. They may apprehend 
no personal danger; but there are the men of 
wealth and influence in their congregations, who 
sustain such relations to Popery, as to make allu- 
sion to it painful and repulsive. What are we 
) doing for the conversion of Catholics? They do 
not come to our churches. We cannot get them 
there. I know of one society formed among 
them, one of the chief provisions ef which is, a 
fine of five dollars for an attendance at a Protest- 
ant church ; and a much severer penalty for the 
marrying a Protestant wife, if she is not convert- 
ed inatwelvemonth. ‘There is this great obsta- 
cle in the way. ‘They are blinded, and do not 
desire the light. If they ever behold it, it must 
be carried to them. Yet how few and feeble the 
efforts made te do this. 

But it is not a hopeless work. Steeped as they 
are in superstition, they are not inaccessible. I[ 
know of a society of students in a theological 
seminary, formed fer the purpose of labor among 
Catholics. It has not yet accomplished much ; 
but its visits to Catholic families have shown that 
they are easily reached, and that the truth, when 
kindly told, finds a lodgment in many a dark 
mind, and falls in with the great wants of many 


}a hungry soul. 


It is often asked if the Romanists are gaining 
upon us? No, only by emigration. Conver. 
sions to Rome are few and far between in this 
country; and by no means equal the constant 
drain made upon their ranks. Romanists afford 
most hopeful objects of effort. How full of en- 
couragement and hope is that great movement 
with which Germany is now astir, led on by the 
courageous Ronge. In how many respects does 
it bear analogy to the great Reformation of Lu. 
ther. In many points of character, and many 
incidents of their history, the two reformers are 
alike ; and itis not teo much to say that it is re- 
garded with more intense and absorbing interest 
among the thoughtful men of Germany, than 
any movement of the present day.

A 
dead child, stabbed through the neck, lay near 
her; and in the narrow verandah adjoining the 
room, were the cerpses of two er more women, 
suspended from the rafters by twisted cloths wound 
round their necks. ‘They were both young—one 
quite a girl—and her features, in spite of the hid- 
eous distortion produced by the mode of her death, 
retained traces of her original beauty sufficient 
to _ the lovely mould in which they had been 
cast.

‘The skull of the General 
was yet unconsumed, and the bones of the thighs 
and feet, though partially calcined, retained 
enough of their original form and appearance to 
be recognized. ‘The floor of the room was paved, 
and the flames had censequently not extended 
beyond the pile of fuel. Thus perished this brave 
man, whose devotion to his country rendered him, 
to quote the words of Sir Henry Pottinger’s  pro- 
clamation, ‘worthy of a nobler and a better fate.’” 


Effects of War on the Habits of a People, 


“The French Revolution,” says Alison, “by 
opening the career of talent to all ranks indiscri- 
winately, and affording the means of elevation in 
a peculiar manner to the most energetic and au- 
dacious characters, was eminently favorable to the 
growth of military prowess. ‘The distress conse- 
quent on closing so many branches of industry, 
the agitation arising from the dissolution of all 
the bonds of society, the restless habits acquired 
by successful revolt, all conspired to spread a tasto 
for military exploit, and fill the ranks of the army 
with needy, but ardent adventurers. Such dis- 
positions are always prevalent during civil dissen- 
sions, because it is the nature of such conflicts to 
awiken the passions, and disqualify for the hab- 
its of ordinary life. But they were in a special 
manner excited by the campaign of 1793, first by 
the cal] which resounded through France to defend 
the State, and next by the thirst for military glo- 
ry which sprang up by the defeat of the inva- 
sion.” 


BREAD CAST UPON THE WATERS.

SENTENCE OF JOSEPH CARTER AND PETER W. PARKE. 


Yesterday, about 10 o’clock A. M., the Attorney Gener. 
al moved that the sentence of the law be pronounced on 
the two prisoners now lyingin the Mercer jail, convicted 
of the murder of the Castner family, in Warren county.— 
The prisoners were accordingly brought into the room of 
the Supreme Court, and placed in front of the bench of 
judges. 

When Carter was called on to say why the sentence of 
the law should not be pronounced upon him, he madea 


married a few years since in New Haven,and that from the 
moment of their marriage, the woman strangely refused to} 
have any intercourse with her husband, and frequeatly | 
boasted of the fact. It appeared also from detected letters, | 
and personal observation, that she had improper intercourse 
with an Episcopal Minister of a neighboring town ; two of 
their letters ‘vere read, both abounding with a vast deal of 
“love,” and “my dear,” and “my all,” &c.

Joseph Carter was sentenced to be taken back to the 
jailfrom which he was last taken, there to remain in the 
custody of the proper officers till some day between the 
15th and 22d days of August next, when he was to be de 
livered over to the outhorities of Warren county, and on 
Friday, the 22d day of August, between the hours of 10 
and 2 o’clock, be hung by the neck till he was dead. 

The annugciation of this sentence produced a strong ef. 
fect on the prisoner. He was much agitated, the tears 
flowed freely, ana he sat duwn,buried his face in his hands 
and continued to sob for some time. The house was much 
moved, 

The sentence of Peter W. Parke was precisely the same 
as that of Carter, buthe was much less affected than his 
wretched companion. Indeed we discovered no change 
in his features or manner from the time that he entered the 
room till he retired.

Under this agreement, he 
determined to proceed to Verata, where he has 
resided ever since, and by him Verata is believed 
to have been rendered impregnable. 

Next in rank, in their mythology, stand two 
sons of Ndengei, ‘Tokairambh and ‘Tui Lakemba. 
These act as mediators between their father and 
inferior spirits. ‘They are said to be stationed,in 
the form of men, at the door of their father’s cab. 
in, where they receive and transmit to him the 
| prayers and supplications of departed souls. 
| The grandchildren of Ndengei are third in rank. 
They are innumerable, and each has a peculiar 
duty to perform, of which the most usual is that 
| of presiding over islands and districts. 

A fourth class is supposed to be made up of 
more distant relatives of Ndengi. These preside 
over separate tribes, by whose priests they are 
They have no jurisdiction beyond 
their own tribe, and possess no power but what is 
deputed to.them by superior deities. 

In addition to these benignant beings, they be- 
lieve in malicious and mischievous gods. ‘These 
reside in their Hades, which they call Mbulu (un- 
derneath the world.) ‘There reigns a cruel ty- 
rant with grim aspect, whom they name Lothia.

er public meetings. In these mbures, images are 
found ; but these, although much esteemed as 
ornaments, and held sacred, are not worshipped 
as idols. They are only produced on great oc- 
casions, such as festivals, &c. 

The Ambati, or priests, have great influence 
over the people, who consult them on all occa- 
sions, butare generally found acting in concert 
with the chiefs, thus forming a union of power 
which rules the islands. Each chief has his am- 
bati, who attends him wherever he goes. ‘The 
people are grossly superstitious, and there are few 
of their occupations in which the ambati is not 
more or less concerned. He is held sacred with. 
in his own district, being considered as the rep- 
resentative of the kalou, or spirit. Mr. Hantin- 
formed me, that the natives seldom separate the 
idea of the god from that of his priest, who is 
viewed with almost divine refference. My own 
observations, however, led to the conclusion, that 
it is more especially the case at Somu-somu, where 
Mr. Hunt resides, and where the natives are more 
savage, if possible, in their customs, than those 
of other islands. If intercourse with white men 
has produced no other effect, it has lessened their 
reverence for the priesthood ; for, wherever they 
have foreign visitors, there may be seen a marked 
change in this respect, 

__ The office of ambati is usually hereditary, but 
in some cases may be considered as self-chosen. 
Thus, when a priest dies without heirs, some one, 
who is ambitious to succeed him, and desirous of 
leading an idle life, will strive for the succession. 
To accomplish this end,be will cunningly assume 
a mysterious air, speaking incoherently, and pre- 
tending that coming events have been foretold 
him by kalou, whom he claims to have seen and 
talked with, If he should have made a predic.

Leeds, 
Sheffield, and Birmingham would suffer, notin 
the same degree, perhaps, as the towns of Lan- 
cashire, but to an extent of which there has been 
no previous example. The past, indeed, affords 
but little information whereby to judge of the 
present as respects our susceptibility of injury 
from war. We speak not of war with such coun- 
tries as France or Russia, with which England 
has but small commercial relations, but of a great 
civil war between England and America. Civil 
war it might well be termed, and for three dis- 
tinct reasons :—First, as occurring between kin- 
dred nations; secondly, nations which, though 
separated politically by the folly of the Govern- 
ment of one of them, have been so re-united eco- 
nomically by the most intimate ties, that they 
cannot go to war without the deepest mutual in- 
jury ; and lastly (which is the main consideration 
for those who rule here,) because an American 
war, by throwing out of employment great mass. 
es of our population, who are already in astate of 
savage political discontent, and organized for mis- 
chief, would most likley produce civil war in Eng- 
land. And what a war that would be.—London 
Spectator.

They have a tradition of a great flood or del- 
uge, which they call Walavu-leva. ‘Their ac- | 
count of itis as follows ; after the islands had 
been peopled by the first man and woman,a great 
rain took place, by which they were finally sub- 
merged ; but, before the highest places were cov- 
ered by the waters,two large double canoes made 
their appearance ; in one of these was Rokora, 
the gud of carpenters, in the other Rokola, his 
head workman, who picked up some of the peo- 
ple, and kept them on board until the waters had 
subsided, after which they were again landed on 
the island, It is reported that in former times ca- 
noes were always kept in readiness against anoth- 
er inundation. 

The persons thus saved, eight in number, were 
landed at Mbenga, where the highest of their 
gods is said to have made his first appearance. — 
By virtue of this tradition, the chiefs of Mbenga 
take rank befureall others, and have always ac- 
ted a conspicuous part among the Freejees, They 
style themselves Ngali-duva-ki-langi (subject to 
heaven alone.) 

The Pantheon of the Fejee Group contains 
many deities. ‘I'he first of these in rank is Nden- 
jei. He is worshiped.in the form of a large ser- 
peat, alleged to dwell in a district under the au- 
thority of Ambay, which is called Nakauvau, and 
is situated near the western end of Vitilevu.— 
To this deity they believe that the spirit goes im- 
mediately after death, for purification.or to re- 
ceive sentence, From his tribunal the spirit is 
supposed to return and remain about the mbure 
or temple of its former abode. 

All spirit’) however, are not believed to be per- 
mitted to reach the judgment seat of Ndengei, 
for, upon the’ road it is supposed that an enor- 
mous giant, armed with a large axe, stands'con- 
stantly on the watch. With this weapon he en- 
deavors to wound al] who attempt to pass him.— 
Those who are wounded dare not present them. 
selves to Ndengeiy and are obliged to wander 
about in the mountains. Whether the spirit be 

wounded or not, depends not upon the conduct 
in life, but they aseribe an escape from the blow 
wholly to good luck. 

Stories are prevalent of persons who have suc- 
ceedéd in passing the monster without injury.— 
One of these, which was told me by a white pi- 
lot, will suffice to show the. eharacter of this su- 
perstition, 

A powerful chief, who had. died, and been in. 
terred with all due ceremony, finding that he had 
to pass this giant, who,in the legend, is.station. 
ed in the Moturiki Channel,loaded his gan,which 
had been buried with him, and prepared for the 

encounter. The giant seeing the danger that 
threatened bim, was oD the look out to dodgethe 
ball, whieh he did when the piece was dischar.

Some few of the natives worship an evil spirit, 
whom they call Ruku-batin-dua (the one tooth- 
ed Lord). He is represented under the form of 
a man,with wings jostead of arms,and as provided 
with claws to seize his victims. His tooth is de- 
scribed as being large enough to reach above the 
top of his head ; it is alleged he flies through the 
nir emitting sparks of fire. He is said to roast in 
fire all the wicked who appertain to him. ‘Those 
who do not worshp him call him Kaloukana, or 
Kalou-du. 

At Rewa, it is believed that the spirits first re- 
pair to the residence of Ndengei, who allots some 
of them to the devils for food, and sends the rest 
away to Mukalou, a small island off Rewa, where 
they remain urtilan appointed day, after which 
they are doomed to annihilation. ‘The judgments 
thus passed by Ndengei, seem to be ascribed rath- 
er to his caprice than to any desert of the depart- 
ed soul. 

This idea of a second death is illustrated by the 
following anecdote, related by Mr. Yanderford. 
‘I'his officer resided, for several months after his 
shipwreck, with ‘Tanoa, King of Ambau. During 
this time there was a great feast, at which many 
chiefs were present, who remained tosleep. Be- 
fore the close of the evening amusements, one of 
them had recounted the circumstances of his 
killing a neighboring chief. During the night he 
had occasion to leave the house, and his supersti- 
tion led him to believe that he saw the ghost of 
his victim, at which he threw his club, and, as he 
asserted, killed it. Returning to the house, he 
aroused the king and all the other inmates, to 
whom ho related what he had done. ‘The oceur- 
rence was considered by al] as highly important 
and fermed the subject of due deliberation. In 
the morning the club was found, when it was ta- 
ken, with great pomp and parade, fo the mbure, 
where it was deposited as a memorial. All seem- 
ed to consider the killing of the spirit asa total 
annihilation of the person. 

Among other forms of this superstition regard- 
ing spirits, is that of transmigration, Those who 
hold it think that spirits wander about the village 
in various shapes, and can make themselves visi- 
ble or invisible at pleasure; that there are par- 
ticular places. to. which they resort, and in pass- 
ing these they are accustomed to make a_propi- 
tiatory offering of food. orpeloth. This form of 
superstition is the cause of an. aversion to go 
abroad at night, and particularly when it is dark. 

[t is also a general belief, that the spirit of ‘a 
celebrated chief may, after death, “enter into 
some young man of the tribe, and animate him 
todeeds of valor. Persons thus distinguished 
are pointed out as highly favored ; in consequence 
they receive great respect, and their opinions are 
treated with much consideration, besides which, 
they have many personal privileges. 

In general, the passage from life to death is 
considered as one from pain to iness, and I 
was informed, that njne out of ten look forward 
to it with anxiety, in order to escape from the

When the candidate for the cffice of ambati has 
gone successfully through such a ceremony, and 
the response he gives as from the god is admitted 
to be correct, he is considered as qualified to be a 
priest, and takes possession of the mbure, It is, 
however, easily to be seen, that it is the chief 
who in fact makes the appointment. The in. 
dividual chosen is always on good terms with him, 
and is but his tool. The purposes of both are ac- 
complished by a good understanding between 
them. There can be no, doubt those who exer- 
cise the office of ambati, and go through the ac. 
tions, are consummate jugglers ; but. they often 
beoome so much affected by their own efforts,that 
the motions of the muscles become in reality in- 
voluntary, and they haye every appearance of be- 
ing affeeted by a supernatural agency.

HOWBERG’S. LETTER. 
May 30, 1845. 

My pear Younc Frirnps,—lIt is now three or 
four weeks since | sent my last letter which you 
remember was a very short one. [ shall write 
you only this one more about the letter Y and the 
two ways, and I hope you will read. what I have 
to say now, very carefullly, especially if you are 
not sure that you are walking in the narrow 
way. 

‘The two roads which the letter Y is a picture 
of, are, you see, all the while leading farther and 
farther from each other, and so, never can come 
together again ; and those who go in these differ- 
ent ways are constantly going farther apart. Just 
so itis with the way to heaven and the way to 
hell. Those who take the narrow way will be 
growing better and more Jike God, and more hap- 
py for thousands and millions of years, and as 
long as the soul shail live, which will be forever ; 
while those who will go on in the broad road will 
be constantly growing more wicked and more un- 
happy, to alleternity. And there is no way which 
leads across from one of these roads to the other, 
as there often is between the roads in which we 
travel here on the earth. In the sixteenth chap- 
ter of Luke you will find some account of two 
men, one of whom went in the narrow way to 
heaven, and the other down the broad road. to 
hell. If you read the 26th verse, you will see why 
it is that after people die they can not go across 
from one of these roads to the other, and this 
teaches you that those who ever reach heaven, 
can not afterwards be lost in hell, and those who 
go to hell can never, never be raised to heaven.
